The 1993-94 winter sure has been one to remember. 
January has been the coldest on record with February 
starting out to be much of the same. Mother Nature is 
grabbing us by the back of the neck, bringing out her 
best winter fury. 

Italked with Doug Whitcomb, wildlife biologist for 
the Michigan Department of Natural Resources at the 
Gaylord District office. 

According to Whitcomb, the deer herd is getting 
along quite well so far. 

“The deer entered winter in excellent shape. The 
summer was an exceptional one for the whitetail to 
prepare,” he explained. 

The past summer was the best in several years for 
the herd to put on extra weight for the hard winter 
ahead. Most areas had no significant snow until just 
before Christmas. This means that the deer have been 
in full winter for only about two months. 

Deer will start to yard when the weather gets tough. 
The old adage that there is strength in numbers must 
apply. This helps them eat less and insures that the 
scarce food supply isn’t eaten too rapidly. 

Whitcomb also explained how the deer manage- 
ment staff rates the winter. It is called the “winter 
severity index.” Many factors are used to get a rating 
of the winter. These are weather, snow depth, snow 
density, diet food sources, wind, temperature and 
otheritems. A 100 onthe index will probably indicate 
some significant loss of deer. 

The number doesn’t always have to get that high to 
have a winter kill of the herd. As a case in point: last 
year the number reached 93 and the deer came through 
the winter just fine. The winter of 1991-92 the number 
reached 88 and there was a high mortality rate of 
juvenile deer. The reasons lie not only in the winter 
but the spring as well. 

Whitcomb said that the biggest factor is probably 


~ caused by photo-periodism. This happens as we ap- 


proach the vernal equinox. The increased amount of 
light entering the eyes of the deer signal the brain to 
increase the metabolic rate. 

The increase occurs at a time when deer are at the 
weakest stage of their life. Adult bucks are beginning 
to grow new antlers. Pregnant does may abort their 
young. 

Juveniles really have it tough. Due to their smaller

food supplies. By spring that can mean starvation. 

Thisexplains why the winter 199 1-92 had deer loss. 
The winter wasn’t really a hard one for deer to 
survive. But, the spring was cold and wet. That's the 
time when the deer really need some help from the 
weather due to the increase in metabolism. 

That year help just wasn’t there. Many died from 
pneumonia and other infections that would have sur- 
vived a normal spring season. So the index number 
can be misleading. 

Today, the index stands in the mid 50’s. This is 
about 20 points higher than a normal winter and the 
numberis climbing at arate of 7 to 10 points per week. 
Deer can stand about 90 to 100 days of hard winter 
weather. They may survive even longer periods, if the 
rut was over early and the summer was a good 
growing season. 

What will finally tell the tale will be the quality of 
the spring season. “If winter doesn’t last too long the 
deer will be okay. If we see winter go much into April 
or a late spring, it could be devastating,” said 
Whitcomb. 

The next 40 days will give us a much better idea of 
just how many deer we may see this fall during the 
annual hunting seasons. 

For the sake of the deer herd and all of the other 
critters that we love to watch, let’s hope that spring 
arrives on time and full of nurturing life.

The Central Lake Township Planning Commission will hoid a public hearing at 7:30 p.m. inthe Central 
Lake Government Center on Wednesday, February 23, 1994 to accept testimony and hear comments 
pertaining to a proposed Anti-Blight Ordinance which is summarized below. 


Section 1. Name This Ordinance shall be known and cited as the Central Lake Township Anti-Blight 


Ordinance. 


Section 2. Purpose To promote the general health, safety and welfare of the residents and property 
owners of the Township of Central Lake by regulating and preventing, reducing or eliminating blight or 
potential blight in the Township through the prevention or elimination of certain environmental causes of 
blight or blighting factors which exist or which may in the future exist in the Township. 

Section 3. Definitions Explains what is meant by “Blight”, “Junk Automobiles”, “Junk Watercraft’, 
“Building Materials”, “Junk, Trash, Rubbish or Refuse of any kind”, “Unuseable Structures”, “Junkyard” 


or “Salvage Yard”. 


Section 4. Offenses Explains what constitutes a violation. 

Section 5. Civil Action Gives the Township legal authority to seek equitable or injunctive relief to 
eliminate a nuisance or to insure compliance with this ordinance. 

Section 6. Enforcement Authorizes the Township to designate a person or persons to enforce the 


ordinance. 


Section 7. Penalties Describes penalties for violation of the ordinance. 

Section 8. Validity Explains that if any section, clause or provision of the ordinance be legally 
declared invalid the remainder of the ordinance will still be valid. 

Section 9. Effective Date Explains that the ordinance shall become effective thirty days after 


adoption and publication in a local newspaper.

A buried fire hydrant added to the difficulty of 
fighting the fire.

“If a resident knows of a buried fire hydrant, we 
appreciate them helping us out by clearing it,” said 
Postmus.
